egg basket full, according tn re- 
sults ogtained during th^ year 
just past by S. J. Howard, n' 
Henderson county farmer, liv-, 
iiig near Corydon. Mr. Howard, 
along with 48 other fanners sit- 
lu.led in different counties of the 
state, has just ct)inpleted tlie 
records which he kept on his 
farm flock lor the year in coop- 
eration with the extension divi- 
sion of the College of Agricul- 
j ture to show the value of recom- 
! i;: ended i)ractices in feeding and 
j taking care i>f hens. Being 
without tankage two days lasc 
January .-ansed his flock of ](,'/ 
White Leghorns to lay 320 egj^s 
less that month than they laic 
in tlic previous month, according 
to one of iiis reports. His flock 
was the third highest producing 
one out of the 47 for the year 
(••iding Xov. 1. each of his Iicn ; 
havin;^ laid an average of 1(>4 
c',:l;i4-. <luring the 12 months. 

Mr. Howard. Avlio started 
record.^ with 167 hens in h'- 
flock and ended the year with 71 
i '-ns. kept a mash mack' of bran, 
.•.iiorts, hominy hearts and tank- 
age before his birds at all times. 
Tliey also were given a grain 
toed of corn and v/Iieat. After 
the records had been running 
for several months, he addc ! 
o.'tt-- to this j;-rain feed. In one 
repre>entalive nK)nth during tlie 
year, he u.sed a total of 112 
ji-. >unds of bran, l.v^ pomids of 
-^i.^)rts. 157.5 pounds of hi.min\ 
i earts and 67.5 j)Ounds of tank- 
a-^o in making up his mash. Th"

: ushcls of corn and 225 pound,-

Mr. Howard 
batches his chicks in an incuba- 
r ruid broods them under a co'- 
iiv brooder, thereby keeping hl^ 
hens for egg laying only. His 
v. ork in cooperation with the 
cf llege has made it possible f^r 
b.im to give his neighbors many 
other practical pointers in the 
feeding and care of hens so that 
tb.ey V. ill lay more eggs.
